DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the Amendment filed on 15 February 2008 in which claims 
1-3, 7-9, 12-13, 15-24 are pending. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the invention published 
in Anderson et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,999,595). 

With respect to independent claims 1, 17, and 18, the nonobvious improvement 
comprises a flat panel monitor flame, comprising: a plurality of frame sections suitable for 
bordering a flat panel monitor, the fi-ame sections comprising: a fi-ame top, a frame right side 
extending downward from the frame top, and a frame left side extending downward from the 
frame; top, at least one section mountable on a wall independently of the flat panel monitor, at 
least one speaker residing in at least one of the frame sections; and a conductor for electrically 
coupling the at least one speaker to a source of at least one speaker signal associated with the fiat 
panel monitor for providing a wall mounted flat panel monitor frame having the feature of 
providing an aesthetic visual effect and an enhanced acoustic experience, as substantially 
described and connected with the other functional language recited in the claims.
